meeting an amendment was approved that no outsip!

tion. Article 3 was amended to adnit full timefe 
social workers who were members of our churchespe 
It was also amended making ministers of the Ag 
county elegible. The secretary was directed tofer 
rewrite the constitution and include all amend-fti 
ments, Later an amendment was approved as bl 
follows; "Ministers in good standing in our ne 
evangelical churches who have been retired from 
active service on account of broken health, or 
old age shall be honary members of the Associa- 
tion and shall be exempt from paying the annual 


dues." The revision, or redrafting of the ag 
constitution was ordered and a committee was at 
appointed to do it, The committee reported ng 


that the Association should not expect a reportie 
before December 6th. It did not report Decem— fie 
ber 6th, nor thereafter. It must have been 
forgotten, Again the committee promised action 
soon, The committee was continued through the 
Summer, Not having a constitution, a set of 
rules were adopted, under which the Association: 
would transact business, On motion the committ ko 
as now constituted (because of removal it con- 
sisted of two members) be discontinued, The 
Executive Committee was directed to appoint a 
committee on formation of a constitution for 

the Association. There is no record of the h 
committee having been appointed. At the end i 
of the year 1941-1948 the constitution is non- 
existent. Surprising how well the Association 
gets along without one, Anyway, no good cause 
has been blocked by raising that handy bogey,
